THE DEMURRER OVERRULED. 


JUDGE KLEIN HOLDS HE CANNOT 
HIDE BEHIND A PLEA OF 
ILLEGAL CONTRACT. 


AGREEMENT WAS LAWFUL. 


It Was in the Nature of an Adcvertise- 
ment, and, as Brady Failed to 
Keep His Promises, He 
Must Return the Cash. 


Judge Klein handed down a decision in the 
case of the Sedalia Board of Trade vs. Hugh 


J. Brady Saturday. 

His opinion places Brady in the light of 
having violated the terms of a legal con- 
tract. and. is in direct conffict with the 
strongest point urged in his defense. 

When the Sedalia board charged that. 
Brady had diverted $1,200 given to him to be 
used in pushing Sedalia’s plan to have the 
capital of the State removed there, Brady 
filed a demurrer. 

He could not and did not attempt to deny 
that the money had been turned over to him 
or that there was an agreement that he was 
to use it for a specific purpose. 

He fell back on a technicality and con- 
tended that he was not bound to abide by 
the agreement, as it Whs against public 
policy. His demurrer set forth that as an 
agreement against public policy could have 

No legal force he made no contract within 
the meaning ofthe law. 

Judge Klein in his opinion handed down 
Saturday says there is no doubt the agree- 
ment was in every sense a legal contract. 
He says the Sedalla Board of Trade had a 
right to advertise its city as a fit place for 
the State capital, and that any agreement 
looking to such advertising could not be 
against public policy, but would have all 
the binding force of a contract. 

Judge Kliein’s decision was as follows: 

“The plaintiff in this cave, the ,Sedalia 
Board of Trade, claims jin ‘ts petition that 
it delivered to the defendant Brady the sum 
of $1,200, to be by him expended in advertis- 
ing and distributing advertising matter in- 
tended to inform voters at the last general 
election of the merits of the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment to be voted on, the 
object of which was to authorize the change 
of the State capital from. the City of Jef- 
ferson to the City of Sedalia. Ii also al- 
leges that defendant, Brady, instead of 
using the money for the purpose, converted 
the same to his own use and neglected to 
expend any portion of it for the purpose for 
which it was delivered to him. And it fur- 
‘ther alleges he was then Chairman of the 
City Democratic Central Committee. 

“The defendant demurred to thé petition, 
on the ground that it did not state facts 
eufficien: to constitute a cause of action, 
and on the further ground that no action 
on the part of the plaintiff could arise out 
of the transaction, because the alleged 
agreement betweeh the plaintiff and de- 
fendant was contrary to public policy, as 
being calculated to improperly influence 
voters in the exercise of their franchise. 
The demurrer admits the truth of the alle- 
Sations coniained in the petition, 

“Upon this state of facts the demurrer is 
not well taken, because, first, if the con- 
tract between plaintiff and defendant were 
void as against public policy, it is shown the 
defendant never performed the contract but 
still has the plaint.ff’s money, and the au- 
thorities are clear that where one hag re- 
ceived money, to be used by him, even for 
an unlawful purpose, he cannot retain the 
money for his own use, but must return it 
wr ca og Sem from whom he received it 
uniess he has expended it for the ol ;

“Neither can it be sald that the purpos 

Se 
for which this money was Relivered tet he 
defendant, as stated in the petition, is con- 
trary to public policy. It cannot be said that 
money expended in advertising the merits 
of a particular proposition to amend the 
constittiion of the State is improperly ex- 
pended. It is clearly for the public good 
that the objects and purposes to be accom- 
plished by a proposed amendment to the 
constitution should be as thoroughly ex- 
ploited aa possible, so that the voters may 
understand the matter and exercise their 


elective franchise intelligently. The 
rer is overruled.” & y.

A WAGON SHED 


Sick Man Treated Worse Than 
a Dog. 


COUNTY CONSTABLE TO BLAME. 


SECOND DISTRICT POLICE IN- 
VESTIGATE A CASE AND RE- 
PORT TO CHIEF HARRIGAN. 


A FARMER ALSO IMPLICATED. 


Ebeneezer Draxter Was Hauled in 
From Carondelet, and Soaked 
by the Rain Cast Away 
to Die, 


His emaciated body chilled by winter rain, 
and with water dripping in rivulets from his 
threadbare garments, Ebeneezer Draxter, a 
destitute German, was cast into an isolated 
wagon shed to die. 

According to an official report made by 
Capt. William O. Keeble of the Second Po- 
lice District to Chief Harrigan, the respon- 
sibility for this inhuman act rests upon 
Constable Schaab of Carondelet Town- 
ship, St. Louis County, and a farmer whose 
identity is not known to the police. 

About 8 o’clock Friday night, Abram Har- 
man, a porter at Huth’s saloon, 7529 South 
Broadway, heard piteous groans coming 
from an old wagon shed a considerable 
distance in the rear of his saloon. He in- 
vestigated and found a sick man, who gave 
the name of Ebeneezer [fraxter. He was so 
ill that he cculd scarcely talk. 

Saloonkeeper Huth told the porter to 
render such temporary relief as could be 
given, and an ambulance was called. After 
the sick man had been sent to the City Hos- 
pital, Capt. Keeble investigated to ascertain 
how the man happened to be thrown away 


to cie. 

The investigation disclosed the fact that 
about 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon Constable 
Schaab and the farmer whose name has not 
been revealed brought Draxter to the city 
in a wagon. 

They met a policeman and told him they 
wanted to get the sick man into the City 
Hospital, The policeman replied that as he 
was being brought directly from the coun- 
ty he had no right to the Hospital. 

The farmer and the constable, with their 
destitute charge, drove on. The next heard 
of the case was when the egaloon porter 
found Draxter in the shed, The constable 
and the farmer had returned to the coun- 
ry 

Draxter is now at the Hospital. He is a 
shoemaker, 45 years old, and is not mar- 
ried. He has been destitute for several 
weeks, and recently was attacked by ill-

Mother McKinley Was a Little Better 
This Morning. 


CANTON, O., Dec. 11.—After a n'ght of 
the greatest anxiety, culminating in a 
sinking spell at 6 o’clock this morning, the 
children and others watching at the bedside 
of Mother McKinley, are bidden by the at- 
tending physician th's morning to hope 
that the patient will survive the day and 
possibly longer. This hope grows out of her 
rally from tne sinking spell and the ability 


to take a little nourishment this morning. 
The doctor was with the patient much 
longer than usual last night and made his 
morning call considerably later. After his 
examination at 9:30 he eaid Mrs. McKinley 
was in much the same condition as yester- 
day morning, and he felt that there were 
strong reasons for hoping that she wouid 
survive the day. He says she is somewhat 
weaker than heretofore, but that the wear- 
ing away by weakness is by very slow de- 
grees. 

The fact that the patient has been able 
to take so little nourishment has given rise 
to the fear tuat death must result from star- 
vation. if from no other cause, within a 
short time. Concerning this phase of the 
case, the doctor says she shows no evidence 
of such a result. Her muscles continue well 
rounded and she shows little trace of emact- 
ation. She could, he thinks, survive from 
ren to twenty days without food in the con- 
ditions which have prevailed, were there 
not any other cause for a different result. 
He Says it is lack of mental and physical 
Vitality and the lack of a foundation on 
which to rebuild these, which occasions the 
Steady sinking away.

“DEATH OF ORION CLEMENS 


Was a Brother and Favorite Compan- 
ion of Mark Twain.

KEOKUK, Io., Dec. 11.—Orion Clemens, 
brother and favorite companion of Mark 
Twain in many travels, died suddenly this 
morning, at an advanced age. He arose 
early and his wife found him dead, sitting 
at the writing table. Like his brother, he 
was a literary man, and a unique pictur- 
esque character. His best friends credited 
him with much of Mark Twain's literary 
work, as the brother’s story-telling meth- 
ods were quite similar, and his literary tal- 
ents quite as pronounced in many particu- 
lars.

ESCAPED AGAIN, 


Convict Clark Jumps From a Flying 
Train and Gets Away.

JOPLIN, Mo., Dec. 11.—Charles' Allen 
Clark, the convict who recently escaped 
from the penitentiary at Little Rock, Ark., 
who was captured in Joplin,and whom Mar- 
shal Morgan of Joplin started to take back 
to prison, has again escaped, and in_ the 
moet sensational manner. The prisoner was 
securely handcuffed and taken aboard the

The officer relaxed his vigilance 
only a secnd, when, with a crash, Clark 
disappeared through the window, taking 
glass and all. The train was stopped and 
trainmen and passengers joined the officer 
in the hunt for Clark's mangled remains, 
but to no purpose. His hat was found on 
the embankment near a trestle. which is 
105 feet high and 300 feet long. The officer 
remained on the ground all night, put failed 
to tind the faintest clew. There is not a 
house within eight miles of the spot, but 
it is supposed that Clark had friende in 
waiting for him, as he formerly lived in 
that county. Clark bas a cousin in Jop- 
lin who is suspected of furnishing a tip to 
the rescuers. The officer cannot understand

HE WAS GOING HOME TrROoM 
LODGE MEETING EARLY IN 
THE EVENING. 


FELT A STINGING NECK PAIN. 


Then He Became Unconscious—When 
He Came to Himself His Pock- 


ets Were Empty, and Shoul- 
der Dislocated. 


Carl Waeldike, a clerk in the Comptrol- 
ler’s office at the City Hall, and grand sec- 
retary of the State Supreme Lodge of Har- 
ugari, a German fraternal secret organiza- 
tion, was sandbagged early Friday night 
and left for dead by the footpads who 


robbed him. 

The assault occurred in one of the closest 
settled and best lighted parte of town, on 
Jefferson avenue, just south of Russell ave- 
nue, where streets cars pass every few 
minutes. Mr. Woeldike is 60 years of age. 
He says he thinks the highwaymen were 
frightened off before they got through with 
him, and to that he owes his life. 

Friday evening there was a special meet- 
ing of the trustees of Cimbria Lodge, No. 
204, Harugari, held at the residence of Ja- 
cob Praezer, the treasurer, 2016 Graves ave- 
nue. Mr. Woeldike is secretary, and attend- 
ed the meeting with his lodge books.; 

At 9 o’clock the meeting was at ag end, 
Mr. Woeldike, as secretary, had turned over 
his collections for November dues to Treas- 


urer Praezer. He took his lodge books un- 
der his arm, buttoned up his overcoat and 
started to his home, 2624 Lafayette avenue. 
He walked out Gravo!s to Jefferson and 
turned north to Lafayette. 

The rain had stopped, the wind was keen 
and cold and the old man stepped briskly. 
At Ann avenue he noticed two rough-look- 
ing men standing on the corner, t, @x- 
pecting no trouble at that time of night, 
and upon such a thoroughfare as Jefferson 
avenue, paid no attention to them, 

Just before reaching Russell avenue he 
heard steps behind him: ~ As he turned half 
way round he saw two men. They -were 
the same he had passed at the corner, One 
was tall and the other a medium-sized man. 
Both were roughly dressed, and slouched 
hats were pulled down over their eyes. 

“The instant I turned,” said Mr. Woel- 
dike, “the larger of the two men struck me. 
I fell to the ground, throwing out my 
hends. The blow was on the back of the 
head, just above the neck. It was a pe- 
culiar, stinging sensation I had about my 
neck. That is all I remember. 

When I recovered consciousness it must 
have been five minutes later. The buttons 

ad been torn from my @6vercoat and the 

‘ght hand pocket of my trousers was 
turned inside out. I had $3.75 in my pocket, 
and that was all the robbers got. 

*“‘My coat was still buttoned and my watch 
and chair were not touched. A south-bound 
Jefferson avenue car, with a big headlight, 
was neur when the assault occurred. 
think the passing car frightened the men 
off. As I was knocked down my bundle of 
books, wrapped in a newspaper, fell to the 
ground. The robbers must have stolen 
them, because when I recovered conscious- 
ness I could find them nowhere. The rob- 
mere evidently thought I was carrying valu- 
ables.’’ 

The skin was not broken on the back of 
Mr. Woeldike’s neck, as would have re- 
sulted from a blow of the fist or a blunt in- 
strument, and Dr. Barnes, his next door 
neighbor, is positive a sandbag was used. 
The oid man fell on his shoulder and the 
fall dislocated it. 

After the victim of the assault recovered 
consciousness he says he spent some time 
in searching for a policeman, but could find 
one nowhere. At the saloon at Jefferson 
and Lafayette avenues Mr. Woeldike told 
of the assault and asked the bartender to 
notify the -officer on the beat. 

At 3 o'clock Saturday morning, with his 
bones aching from the violent treatment 
Mr. Woeldike was roused up from his sleep 
to tell a policeman how the assault oc- 
curred.

The couple have frequently had trouble 
and been in the justice courts more than 
once on cross charges of disturbing the 
peace. Of late they have only been living 
together in an intermittent fashion, 

Wiley attends the boilers in the engine- 
room across the alley from the court-house. 
He! was about his work late Thursday 
night when his wife. passed through the 
alley. 

She says as soon as he saw her he 
rushed at her with the fury of a maniac, 
seized her by the arm, drew a razor and 
with fearful oaths told her if she did not 
come with him he would cut her to pieces, 

Paralyzed with fright she did not at once 
obey and still holding the razor in his 
right hand he clutched her shoulder with 
the other and dragged her down the steps 
into the underground engine-room. 

All the county buildings are heated from 
the room. There are several large boilers 
and.a huge furnace. The fires are kept 
burning as brightly at night as in the day 
time. 

Wiley dragged his wife to the middle of 
the room. The flashes of light from the 
furnace doors illuminated his face and re- 
vealed a look of demoniac fury. 

‘“T am going to kill you!’ he shrieKed. 

“Tf you do you will be hung,’”’ id his 
wife. 

Her attempt to frighten him only in- 
creased his anger. 

‘No, I won’t!’’ he shouted. “They will 
never find your body. I will burn you up.” 

His wife says he then threw open the 
furnace door. The flames shot out. The 
room was flooded with a red glare. 

Me seized her, she says, and lifting her 
clear of the floor,’ rushed with her “toward 
the open furnace door. 

She screamed and struggled desperately, 
but her cries could not. be heard outside of 
the closed subterranean apartment and she 
was ail but helpless in the hands of her 
crazed husband. 

Forcing her head down, Mrs. Wiley says, 
he thrust her into the furnace door. The 
fierce heat blisteréd her face. , 

She spread out her arms and prevented 
her body from going through the narrow 
opening. With the strength of mad desper- 
ation, she gays, she tore herself out of her 
husband's clutch and fell to the floor in 
front of the furnace door. 

Her husband, she says, then pounced up- 
on her and beat her and kicked her. 

This seemed to cool him off a little and 
watching her chance the woman says she 
got away from him and fled up the stairs 
and out into the alley. 

She went to the Police Station and told 
her story to Chief Obst. Although she 
showed him her bruises he doubted her 
story and refused to do anything. Then 
she went to the State’s Attorney’s office. 
An investigation is being made.

SOME WHISKERS 


Talked About the Widow 
Sharpe’s Boarder. 


TWO FAMILIES IN ONE HOUSE. 


THE CHILDREN FOUGHT AND 
THEN THE MEN PUT UP 
THEIR HANDS. 


THERE ARE VARIOUS STORIES. 


The Morrows Claim That Boarder Rob- 
inson Assaulted the Doctor With- 
out Cause, and the Sharpes 
Say the Doctor Began It. 


Dr. D. B. Morfow, a homeopathist, resid- 
ing on the first floor at 2725 South Seventh 
street, is shy @ handful of whiskers and a 
tooth and {s in bed nursing a pair of black 
eyes, a lame back and a cut on the cheek. 

V. M. Robinson, a night car inspector for 
the Wabash and the sole boarder of Mrs. 
Sharpe, a handsome widow ,wo lives on 
the second floor of the same house, is the 
author of the doctor’s disfigurement. Mr. 
Robinson is also unable to work. A knuckle 
of his right hand is out of joint and a 
finger is fractured. He did not apply to 
Dr. Morrow to treat his injuries. 

The trouble is the old story of too many 
persons of conflicting tastes living in one 
house and two families of children of pu- 
gilistic tendencies. 

The immediate cause of thee outbreak 
Friday afternoon was a reflection on the 
virtue of Mr. Robinson. That gentleman's 
reputation was at stake and he felt called 
on to defend it. This i admitted by both 
sides, 

Dr. Morrow is 60 years old, a Union vet- 
eran, and although somewhat decrepid has 


still some fire in his veins. 

Mrs. Morrow says that the people up- 
stairs have been annoying them. They use 
a stove in the basement on wash days, and 
Mrs. Morrow declares that it has no flue, 
and the smoke comes up through the floor 
and fills their rooms to their utter dis- 
comfiture. 

Mr. Robinsen, the boarder’ up-stairs, 
works at night and sleeps in the day. He 
objects to Dr. Morrow’s patients disturbing 
his slumbers by ringing the door bell, Mrs. 
Morrow says. Mrs. Morrow has a piano 
and is fond of music, but she dare not 
play for fear of the wrath of Mr. Robinson. 
If they drop a fork down-sstairs, she says, 
a hammer or an ax is dropped up-stairs in 
retaliation. One day the folKs up-stairs 
hammered on the floor for one hour by a 
stop-watch, Dr. Morrow says. His wife 
says two of the youngsters of the two 
families had a fight on the street Sunday, 
and this intensified the ill-feeling. Miss 
Jessié Sharpe started to fire up the ob- 
noxious stove fm the cellar Thursday. 

Dr. and Mrs. Morrow bade her desist. 
Mrs. Morrow says that having failed to 
get them out of the house by all ether 
means, the Sharpes had _ threatened to 
‘smoke ’em out like rabbits.’’ 

Miss Sharpe. Insisted on firing up, and 
that precipitated the trouble. In the eourse 
of the interchange. of compliments Mrs. 
Morrow animadverted on the impropriety 
of Mrs. Sharpe jhaving a. male boarder in 
the house all aay, while the older chilfrén 
were at work and the younger ones. at 
school, 

Miss Jessie told her mother of this, and 
Mrs. Sharpe told Mr. Robinson. Mr. Rob- 
inson consulted a lawyer as to hdw he 
should act to preserve his reputation. The 
lawyer told him to notify Dr. Morrow that 
if his, Mr. Robinson’s, good name were 
again wantonly assailed, he would insti- 
tute proceedings for libel. 

When Mr. Robinson met Dr. Morrow Fri- 
day afternoon ahd delivered the message 
the trouble ensued. Just how it happened 
is told variously. 

Dr. Morrow says he was piling up kind- 
ling wood and thinking no evil, and Mr. 
Robinson hit him in the eye when he wasn’t 
looking. Then Mr. Robinson seized him by 
his somewhat redundant whiskers, tore out 
a handful and thew it on the ground for 
the cold winds of December to bigw 
through. 

Miss Jessie Sharpe, who saw the encoun- 
ter, says that Mr. Robinson went down 
stairs, not knowing Dr. Morrow was there. 
When they met Mr. Robinson delivered his 
message quiet and peaceable like, and Dr. 
Morrow responded with a stick of unsplit 
hickory stove wood. Mies Jessie had saved 
the chunk of wood as a souvenir, and 
showed it to the reporter. She says that 
Mr. Robinson threw up hie hand to keep his 
skull from being caved in, and the blow 
skinned his arm and broke his hand. 

Anyway there was a fight and Dr. Morrow 
got the worst of.it. The patrol wagon and 
three policemen arrived on the basis of a 
report that a bloody riot had broken out. 
In the meantime Robinson had left the 
house, 

Dr. Morrow was taken to the South Side 
Dispensary, where he was mended by an 
allopathic doctor. He applied for a summons 
against Robinson but none was issued be- 
cause City Attorney Clover coul@ not be 
found. 

Mrs. Sharpe is a pretty, vivacious little 
brunette with dark eyes, which flash ex- 
pressively as she speaks. She denies all 
the several charges made by the Morrows. 
She had no thought of drowning them out 
by throwing water down, or smoking them 
out, or disturbing them in any way. 

Mrs. Sharpe says she never quarrels—she 
was not brought up that way. 

Mrs. Morrow says she would endure al] 
kinds of torments rather than quarrel. 

Mrs. Sharpe, however, says that the 
Mcrrows have annoyed her. She can only 
get to her front door by going through the 
bearder’s room, She says Dr. Morrow is 
in the habit of ringing her bell. and she 
believes he does it to see whether or not 
she will pass through Mr. Robinson's room. 
When she goes down the back stairs and 
round the house she says that Dr. Morrow 
apologizes with Machiavellian politeness 
and explains that he was trying his bell 
and touched hers by mistake. 

Mrs. Sharpe has been a widow for three 
years. Mr. Robinson, an old friend of te 
family, has been boarding with her for 
three years or longer. Mrs. Sharpe SAYS 
they are old acquaintances and a& she ‘is 
the daughter of an Odd Fellow and Mr. 
Rob-nson is an Odd Fellow, that forms an 
additional tle. She has a spare room. and 
Mr. Robinson's board money is a welcome 
addition to the wages of her son and daugh- 
ter. The younger children attend the Lyon 
School. The mere fact that she and the 
boarder are thus left alone for sevyera} 
hours can only be made harm of by gossips, 
and her good reputation, she says, is wel] 
established among her fr‘ends, neighbors 
and acquaintances. Mr. Robinson sleeps 
during the day, and she attends to her 
household duties. 

Mrs. Sharpe says Mr. Robinson had to 
defend his reputation, and added: “If Mrs. 
Morrow had proof of any evil it was her 
place to produce it in the proper way, and 
not talk that way to my daughter and in 
the hearing of the neighbors.”

“But for this valuable franchise they do 
not propose {o pay one cent. It ts the most 
brazen and imperious demand that two or 
three men have ever made on any commun- 
itv ’? 


Capt. Frank Gaiennie said that he was not 
present to inveigh against existing street 
railways, for he was glad the ci:y had 
rapid transit. But he did protest against a 
railway that would ruin his property. and 
that of his neighbors, and which they did 
not want. The bill was one of the rankest 
franchise grabs ever before the Assembly 
and he did not believe that, powerful as the 
Lindell line was, it controlled the con- 
sciencer and honor of members of the Coun- 
Cli, 

Attorney John A. Gilliam, who lives on 
Delmar avenue, said that the Lindell line 
had made a rookery of Finney avenue, and 
they would do the same thing on Delmar 
and every other avenue if permitted. 

Attorney C. A. Houts spoke forthe 
Foui.ta'n avenue people and said tnat the 
pretty park that had been built to add beau- 
ty to the pretty homes that surrounded it, 
would have to be abandoned as a breathing 
spot for children. It would become a waste. 

Mr. Houts deprecated the threatened de- 
struction and quoted an interview from Ed- 
wards Whitaker, in which he said that the 
protests of the people amounted to noth- 
ing, and whenever he undertook a thing 
he carried it through. This brought’ Mr. 
Whitaker to his feet, and he hotly repudi- 
ated the interview. 

“You ave never denied it until now,” 
spoke out a dozen voices. 

Prof. C. M. Woodward made a special 
plea that Dozier School be spared the me- 
nace which the proposed line threatened 
for the life and eafety of the pupils. He 
said to build the line would be an outrage 
that showed an utter disregard of the pro- 
moters for the lives and comfort of one of 
the largest public schools in the city. He 
was there to serve notice on the Lindell 
Railway that the School Board would re- 
sist the building of the line near the Dozier 
School in every way possible. 

Minor Merritwether said that the man who 
drew the bill had a long head on him.

Behind it he 
saw the burpose of the Lindell company to 
renew its charter when it expired in 1914 
by leasing or selling its present lines to 
the Cabanne Railway Co, and then it would 
have a perpetual charter, for which it 
would never have to pay the city a dollar.

This wtiome of the conflict that has from 
time to time stirred the passions of not a 
few residents of De Hodiamont subdivision, 
McKee and Hartnagle subdivisions, and 
transfer of the pipes from the De Hodia- 
mont Realty Co. to Frank Obear in 1893. 

Since that time there have been civil ac- 
tions at law galore, fights and the brand- 
ishing of firearms, but to date human blood 
has been spared. One faction contends that 
this condition is entrely due to the war- 
rant in Justice Greensfelder’s court at 


Clayton binding Andrew Schaub to keep the 
peace. 

According to witnesses, Schaub produced 
a shotgun and threatened to make Mr. 
Obear’s agents walking advertisements of 
the Missouri lead industry if they came on 
his street. The merits of the charge will be 
formally investigated next Thursday at 
Clayton. 

In the meantime the fifty familtes are car- 
rying water in buckets and pans from 
neighboring pumps and cry loudly for ven- 
geance, either upon Mr. Obear, who ordered 
the cut-off, or Schaub, who seems to lead 
the opposition, 

‘hen the land lying between the Wabash 
tracks and Sutter avenue, Olive street and 
Bartmer avenue was sold, water pipes had 
been laid by the De Hodiamont Realty Co. 
down the main streets, connecting with the 
city water mains inside of the corporate 
limits. Ail the water flowed through the 
realty company’s meter and was charged to 
them. As connections were made in the sub- 
divisions each dwelling was assessed, tne 
money being payable to the company. 

For a time all went well after Mr. Obear 
took charge. Then the impression prevailed 
among certain residents that when they 
bought their lots they became the owners 
of the pipes. The logic of this appealed 
So strongly to eleven suburbanites that they 
refused to pay Mr. Obear’s agent, ‘ 
Deaver, when the water rent was due. He 
threatened to sue, and the contestants ob- 
tained a temporary injunction from Judge 
Hirzel restrain ng further collections. 

A suit to establish the ownership of the 
Pipe was instituted at Clayton, and 
dragged through the courts until October, 
when the Circuit Court declared Mr. Obear 
the legal proprietor and dissolved the in- 
junction. 

An appeal was made to the eleven for 
the money due, but in vain. They refused 
tO pay. Agent Deaver, w'th a force of men, 
visited each house and destroyed the con- 
nection. The feeling engendered was most 
bitter. Pistols were freely displayed and 
threats against the lives of the workmen 
openly made,

They were

Schaub appeared with a shotgun, pr med for 
use, and drove the men away. hat night 
he restored the connection, and is said to 
have issued a challenge for any of Deaver’s 
men to come and break it.

A ST. LOUIS CPPORTUNITY. 


St. Louls is confronted with the danger 
of losing her grain trade. Millions of 
bushels that should come to the St. Louis 
market have been handled this year in 
Kansas City. One heavy shipping firm 
has removed its offices to Kansas City, 
and others must follow, if the diversion 
of trade continues. Kansas City is hand- 
ling four times as much grain as St. Louis, 
whereas the conditions. should be re- 
versed. 

More than a mere loss of a profitable 
grain trade is involved in this situation. 
The buying trade goes with the selling 
trade. Experience proves that where 
people sell, they will buy, so that the 
loss of the grain trade must inevitably 
result in the loss of general trade. 

If these conditions were the result of 
natural disadvantages, which could not 
be overcome, St. Louis would have to 
yield to the inevitable. But as a matter 
‘of fact, they have come about in spite of 
natural advantages, which have been neg- 
lected by St. Louis. St. Louis is the natu- 
ral market, not only of the trade which 
has been diverted to Kansas City, but of a 
vast trade which goes elsewhere. St. 
Louis is the natura] market for the bulk 
of the grain trade of the Mississippi Val- 
ley, and could command it, if she would 
but utilize her opportunity. 

This opportunity lies in the development 
of river transportation. The trade has 
been diverted from St. Louis on account 
of better railroad freight rates elsewhere 
to the seaboard. But if St, Louis utilized 
the great river that flowa’by her to the 
sea, she could defy railroad éompetition. 

That she can utilize the river and thus 
command the grain trade of the Valley, 
there is no doubt. Of course, for the fu- 
ture the hope of St. Louis in this direction 
lies in the improvement of river naviga- 
tion, so. that a sufficient depth for steam- 
boats may be maintained the year round. 

But until this result- can be accom- 
plished St. Louis must. utilize the river 
as she best can, and a means of’so doing 
is found in the plans for the building and 
operation of a line of steel barges, which 
is being pushed with the earnest support 
of the Merchants’ Exchange. 

Competent judges say that steel barges 
can be constructed which will carry 40,000 
bushels of grain, with a draft of only} 
three feet, and wifen the water will permit 
this load may be doubled, Grain can be 
carried in these barges, it is estimated, at 
from two and a half to three cents a 
bushel. At this rate St. Louis will be able 
to control the grain trade of the Missis- 
sippi Valley. The low rate will probably 
command return freight, and the barge 
line shguld reap good profits for its own- 
ers. 

The great advantages the control of 
the grain trade will give St. Louis will 
be felt not merely by the grain dealers, 
but by all the mercantile and industrial 
interests. The success of the barge line 
will not only-offer a profitable investment 
for the owners, but tt will be of great ser- 
vice in promoting the welfare of St. Louis 
in all lines of trade and industry. Both 
public spirit and private interest unite in 
the appeal for hearty support in the in- 
@uguration of the enterprise.

One might naturally suppose his 
faithfulness to end with death, but that 
was not Chicot’s idea. “Look, Chicot!’” 
cried Matteo’s wife, ‘‘Yonda go the fune’al. 
Mus’ a be thata Boisdure woman we 
talken “bout yes’aday.’ But Chicot paid 
no heed. What was to him the funera] of 
a woman who had died in St. Philip street? 
He did not even turn his head in the direc- 
tion of the moving procession. He went on 
sealing his red-snapper.” Wonderful in- 
sight into the heart of woman is shown in 
the story of “‘Athenaise,”’ and the fact that 
Mrs. Chopin has not hesitated to use one of 
nature’s hidden secrets for its motive, 
proves alike the freedom of her spirit and 
her sureness of herself. “A Respectable 
Woman” is full of psychological] suggestion 
and of subtle, elusive meanings.

“At Cheniere Caminada” flashes a light 
into a human goul, revealing things that 
are seldom uncovered except by our con- 
temned friends the decadents. 

Here for motive is one of those passions 
that prompted Schopenhauer to speak of 
love as a “malevolent demon” and has giy- 
en D’Annunzio the material for much of his 
subtlest human analysis. Mrs. Chopin, 
however, does not analyze—she grasps, sug- 
gests and passes on, leaving the story it- 
self to present her case. 

Deliciously wholesome !s Ker humor, ana 
in considering both the woman and the 
writer, I am reminded of that famous defi- 
nition of the heroine in George Meredith's 
“Egoist,” where he speaks of her as a 
“rogue in porcelain.”” Our “rogue tn porce- 
lain’’—physically reminding one of Dresden 
—flashes many a witty thing, but none more 
roguishly than this, right into the face of 
Philistia. “But for all his ‘advanced’ 
opinions Gouvernail was a liberal-minded 
fellow; a man or woman lost nothing of 
his respect by being married.” Now what 
may she mean by that? inquires your mat- 
ter-of-fact person—but the “rogue” will 
never tell you. 

To sum up in brief the qualities of Mrs. 
Chopin, the writer: She is an instructive 
psychologist and absolute mistress of art 
form. Her art is sincere, delicate and full 
of the human quality, without which art 
cannot be, for, according to Swedenborg, 
art Is love. She is modern, universal and 
untrammeled by convention.

HERE are many good things in the 
t% first volume of ‘‘The Workers,” in 
which Walter A. Wyckoff, lecturer 
on sociology in Princeton University, tellg 
in narrative form about his experiences in 
tramping about and working in the ranks 
of labor. He tells of life as a day laborer, 
a hotel porter, a hired man at an asylum, a 
farm hand, and a man of all work at a 
logging camp. This covers his experiment 
as far as the East is concerned, chiefly in 
rural districts. Heis now writing from the 
notes he took during the second year of his 
life as a laborer, in the West, and mainly 
in Chicago and other cities, where his ex- 
periences were far more stirring and in- 
structive. This will appear in Scribner’s 
Magazine during 1898. 

The story of ‘this “experiment in reality” 
is very interesting. Perhaps the most strik- 
ing thing in Mr. Wyckoff’s experiment was 
his’so earnestly and thoroughly identifying 
himself, for the time being, with those 
among whom he worked. He made no pre- 
tense of superiority, and indeed had he done 
50 he would have failed in ‘this object, for 
he discovered that in the lines of work 
which he entered he was the novice and the 
rough men he was studying were his supe- 
riors in all he undertook in that sphere. 

Mr. Wyckoff must be possessed of singu- 
lar patience, perseverance and good nature 
to have been able to carry through such an 
experiment successfully. (New York: 
Charles Scribner’s Sons.)

When 
we moved into the new Library building the 
contents of the ‘lock-room’ were packed ina 
big box and taken over to the present li- 
brary, where they remained untouched un- 
til about five weeks ago, when my assisst- 
ants began sorting the things. 

“IT guperintended the work, and had 
worked only a few moments when I came 
across several money orders and postal 
notes, It then began to dawn upon me/’that 
I had placed them away temporarily, and in 
my rush of work had forgotten all about 
having done so. 

“T have not yet completed the task of 
sorting the things taken from the ‘lock- 
room,’ but so far over two-thirds of the 
money which my account books showed 
missing has been recovered.

BEET SUGAR EXPERIMENTS, 


Illinois Reported Highly 
Encouraging. 


CHAMPAIGN, IIL, Dec. 11.—The agri- 
cultural experiment station of the Univers 
sity of Illino's has completed the prelimi- 
nary work on consignments of sugar beets 
grown in Ilinois during the past summer. 
Over 400 samples were submitted from six- ” 
ty-four counties, and the analyses show 
an average of a fraction over 16 per cent 
of saccharine matter in them. From the” 
samples treated it is inferred that the sugar 
beet can be profitably grown in all the soile 
of the State, except, perhaps, in some of 
the white clay soils in the southern part. 
As a general rule, the university experi- 
menters believe the quali'y of the soll hag 
little to do, in itself, with the amount of 
the sugar in the beet, provided it ‘s rick 
enough to produce a yleld sufficient to make 
the result remunerative on the basis of 
quantity. They find that beets having 6 
low percentage of sugar might still be prof- 
itably worked were it not for the prepone- 
derance of other substances in such cases, 
vale ee the separation of the sugar

INSANITY PROCEEDINGS MAY 
NOT STOP THE HUSBAND'S 
SUIT FOR DIVORCE. 


HIS LAWYER DISCUSSES IT. 


Rufus J. Delano Says He’s Surprised 
at the Action of Mrs. Chap- 
line’s Brother. 


Although a jury in the Probate Court 
Friday decided that Mrs. Lizzie’ Chapl.ne 
was of unsound mind, the suit for divorce 
inst'tuted in the Circuit Court by her hus- 
band, George S, Chapline, may not be with. 
drawn. 

Mr. Chapline is President of the Chapline 
Construetion Co., with offices at 416 North 
Third street. 

Rufus J. Delano is Mr. Chapline’s at- 
torney. Mr. Delano was asked that if in 
view of the finding of the jury the suit 
would be prosecuted. 

“In matters of this kind,” replied Mr. 
Delano, ‘it is not an attorney's province 
to discuss the matter for the public press. 
But as my client is apparently placed in the 
position of bringing a suit for divorce 
against a person of unsound mind, it is but 
just to him to (state his position. 

“The proceedings in the Probate Court 
were instituted by Mrs.° Chapline’s own 
brother, who voluntar.ly swore that she 
was insane. As to his motive in so doing, 
or as to his good judgment in taking such 
action, that is not for me to discuss, 

“Tf the proposition were that my client 
had in any manner or form been guilty of 
misconduct to her by which such an affi- 
davit on the part of Mrs. Chapline’s broth- 
er was well founded on facts then, in my 
judgment of the matter I might conceive 
of such a proceeding. But all of such be- 
ing wanting I decline to discuss the in- 
sanity proceedings. 

“I noted the article in the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday and simply say the proceedings 
were by default. Mrs. Chapline’s husband 
had no right to appear personally or by 
counsel and why this action should have 
been taken is not for me to criticise. 

“T think, however, that it is a very harsh 
accusation for a brother’ to make 
against a sister after a divorce 
suit is brought, Especially when it is viewed 
in light that for years and years heretofore 


insane when Mr. Chapline married her. If 


so there was no marriage contract.

Chapline’s honorable, conduct toward his 
wife through a!! theif marital associations 
and I only: hope that her blood relatives 
will he the same to her in the future that

No trace of poison could be detected in 
the stomach or othér organs of Willie So- 
botka, who died at his home, 4557 Minnesota 
avenue, Thursday morning under mysic- 
rious circumstances.

Mrs. Sobotka, the  boy’s mother, 
gave her testimony, but it threw no light 
upon the matter.

THERE ARE 133 CASES TO TRY. 


COURTS ARE LIKELY TO BE BUSY 
WITH THEM THROUGHOUT 
THE WINTER. 


WILL REQUIRE 500 JURORS. 


The Entire Business Commiunity May 
Be Called On to Sit in Judg- 
ment and Commerce May 
Stop Its Wheels. 


After a trial lasting continuously from 
91 o’clock !n the morning until midnight the. 
jury in the case of Sam Mayer and e'ght 
of his pool-room employes were unable to 
agree upon a verdict and were discharged. 

Owing to the procrastinating and dilatory 
tactics employed by the counsel for the de- 
‘fendants, the trial of these cases was ex- 
asperatingly tedious, and at its conclusion 
court. lawyers, jurors, defendants.and inter- 
ested spectators were almost in a state of 
phystcal collapse. Adl this tedious legal pro- 
cess will have to be repeated. 

The’status of the jury which resulted in 
Friday's mistrial could not be definitely 
learned. The eurrent credited rumor was 
that they stood five for conviction and one 
for acquittal. The jury was composed of 
J. P. Westerman, G. H. M. Rauschkolb, 
J. P. Hermann, F. W. Garner, J. H. Sawyer 
and H. B. Eggers. Westerman, who is the 
proprietor of the Hotel Rozier, was -the 
foreman. When he was being examined as 
to his qualifications as a juror he admitted 
that he had a very extensive acquaintance 
among race horse men, many of whom, in- 


cluding H. M. Horner, one of the defend- 
ants on trial, had stopped at his hotel. 
Despite the admission he was accepted by 
oth sides. 

Detectives Gocking and Guion testified to 
having placed bets with the defendants on 
horse races run out of town, and described 
the modus operandi, showing that the tele- 

raph scheme was a subterfuge to evade 
he law. The defense confined itself to an 
aitempt to prove that the telegraph scheme 
Was a bona fide operation, and that no bets 
were recorded, piaced or accepted in the 
room. Wm. Devine, general manager for 
the Interstate Telegraph Co. at Chicago, 

nd Louis Bader, operator at this end, tes- 
ified to this. 

The arguments of counsel consumed two 
hours- and the jury consumed three hours 
in deliberation. It was past midnight when 
they reported to Judge Peabody that they 
could not agree. ‘They were discharged 
@nd the cases set for rehearing Saturday. 

Sergt. McFarland, in charge of the Cen- 
tral Station, said that he was in the toilet 
room just off the Police Court at 7 p. m., 
when two of the gamblers, accompanied by 
@n attorney interested in the defense of a 
mumber of the gamblers, entered. They 
began to talk about the case on trial, be- 
lieving themselves alone, and he says he 
heard the attorney remark: “Well, there 
fre three men on that jury that will stick 
for us till —— freezes over.” 

The Sergeant thinks the remark signifi- 
Cant in the light of later developments. 

The cases of Sam Mayer and his co-de- 
fendants were redocketed Saturday morn- 
ing, and as soon as Judge Peabody had dis- 
posed of his usual grind of drunks, ropers 
and disturbers of the peace, he called these 
cases. The work of selecting a jury was 
then taken up and occupied the remainder 
of the morning session.
